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SUB J : CAMBODIAN, PALESTINIAN AND SOUTH AFRICAN 
QUESTIONS AT 29TH UNGA 

1. UPON HIS RETURN FROM 29TH UNGA YESTERDAY, FOREIGN MINISTER 
ASSANE SECK TOLD PRESS REPS WHO WELCOMED HIM AT AIRPORT HE 
ESTIMATED THAT MAJORITY OF GENERAL ASSEMBLY WOULD VOTE TO 
EXPEL "DELEGATES OF LON NOL REGIME". 

2. SECK ALSO SAID DECISION TO HEAR REPRESENTATIVES OF 
PALESTINIANS AT UN WOULD CONSTITUTE FIRST STEP TOWARDS 
SOLUTION OF PALESTINIAN PROBLEM. 

3. HE WAS PESSIMISTIC WITH REGARD ANY FURTHER SANCTIONS 
AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA BECAUSE, HE SAID, AN INFLUENTIAL 
MEMBER OF SECURITY COUNCIL WOULD PROBABLY VETO ANY 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY DECISION TAKEN IN THAT SENSE. 
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
